DENOUNCED IN SENATE AS 


‘PLAYING WITH DYNAMITE” 


Reed of Pennsylvania Leads G. O. P. Attack— 
Committee Indorses Measure After 
Tie Vote on Dollar’s Gold Content. —

President’s plan. 


INDBERGH AND WIE 
~ ARRIVE WT. LOUS 


Pair, on Transcontinental In- 
spection Flight, to-Stop 
Here for Night. 


Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh arrived at Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport at 1:22 o’clock this after- 
noon, after a flight of an hour and 
27 minutes from Indianapolis. 

They are making an inspection 
tour of the routes of Transconti- 
nental and Western Air, Inc., for 
which Col. Lindbergh is technical 


adviser. 

Col. Lindbergh’s plans were not 
definite when he arrived, but after 
a telephone conversation with the 
headquarters of his company he an- 
nounced he and Mrs. Lindbergh 
would remain in St. Louis over 
night. They were expected to stay 
at Hotel Chase. | 

About 50 persons were on hand 
to welcome the Lindberghs on their 
first visit to St. Louis in more 
than three years. Those present 


were chiefly employes at the 
airport, newspaper men and 
photographers. 


The newsmen and photographers 
went forward on the taxi strip as 
Col. Lindbergh’s red monoplane, 
after circling the field, landed in 
the, southwest section and taxied 
to the terminal. Others waited he- 
hind the fence. 

Col. Lindbergh, hatless and in a 
rumpled gray suit, stepped from 
the plane and shook hands with re- 
porters who knew him when he 
was a mail pilot here before his 
trans-Atlantic flight to Paris in 
1927. He assisted Mrs. Lindbergh 
to the ground and they posed for 
the photographers. Mrs. Lindbergh 
wore a tailored blue suit, a hat of 
the same color, with a red and blue 
feather. Over her arm she carried 
a lightweight blue coat. 

The Colonel said he had not yet 
decided how long they would stay 
in St. Louis, or where they would 
go from here. “I'll have to do 
some telephoning first,” he ex- 
plained. 

He went to the offices of the

Taking off before the blunder 


Offered as an amendment to the 
pending farm bill, this plan would 
authorize the President, in his dis- 
cretion: 


To expand the currency of the 
United States up to $3,000,000,000 
through Federal Reserve banks, 
by “open market” operations.

To reduce the gold content of 

the dollar by as much as one- 

half if necessary. 

To accept $100,000,000 in silver 
in payment of foreign debts and 
to issue a like amount of silver 
certificates, to be used in paying 
off Federal debts. 

Tie Vote on Gold Content. 

The program was approved early 
this afternoon by the Panking and 
Currency Committee after a hot 
and sometimes bitter discussion 
lasting two and a half hours. The 
provision authorizing the Presi- 
dent to reduce the gold content of 
the dollar remained in the bill af- 
ter the committee had deadlocked, 
by a vote of 10 to 10, on a motion 
to strike it out. 

However, it did adopt an amend- 
ment proposed by Senator William 
G. McAdoo of California, war-time 
Secretary of the Treasury, design- 
ed to put a brake on inflation. Un- 
der the McAdoo amendment the 
Federal Reserve Board, by a vote 
of not less than five of its mem- 
bers, and with the approval of the 
President, would be authorized to 
require member banks of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System to increase 
their reserves. 

Soon after the committee report- 
ed the measure, Senate Democrats, 
in an informal caucus, voted _ to 
proceed with the plan of accepting 
it as a rider to the farm bill, and 
not as a separate measure. Some 
significance was given to the fact 
that two former Democratic Secre- 
taries of the Treasury; McAdoo and 
Carter Glass, were opposed to the 
President’s program. 

“Playing With Dynamite.” 

Senator Reed, attacking it vio- 
lently on the Senate floor, declared 
that Roosevelt was “playing with 
dynamite.” He said the program 
would do one of two things—ac- 
complish nothing, or result in na- 
tional disaster. 

“There may be a momentary ex- 
hiliration,” he shouted, “but there 
will be a terrible headache the 
morning after.” 

At the peak of Reed’s denuncia- 
tion, Senator Vandenberg, Michi- 
gan Republican, arose and walked 
toward him, holding a German 
note in his outstretched hand. 

“Just at this point,” said Vanden- 
berg, “I would like to present the 
Senator from Pennsylvania with a 
German 100 billion mark note 
which was worth, at the time it 
was issued, about 2% cents.” 

‘Reaching into -his pocket Reed 
replied: “I thank the Senator for 
his grit, and in return I desire to 
present him with a Russian 10,000 
rouble note of approximately the 
same value.”

He was 
seized a week ago last Wednesday 
night and held for $50,000 ransom. 

Some of the police were inclined 
}to believe that at least part of the 
$50,000 ‘was paid, but the elder Fac- 
tor denied this. “I never paid them 
a cent,” he said, “and I'll see this 
thing through.” Capt. Daniel Gilbert, 
head of the State’s Attorney’s po- 
lice, also said no ransom was paid. 

Factor said he brought about his 
son’s release through gangsters 
who worked in collaboration with 
police. The key men in this or-

Aid From Underworld. 

“We enlisted every influential fig- 
ure in the -underworld,” Factor 
said. “Those people may be bad, 
but they hold kidnapers in deep 
contempt. They were energetic, 
faithful workers for me. 

“We decided Saturday that pub- 
licity would help, so we notified 
newspapers and police. (That was 
three days after the kidnaping.) 
I concocted a fake letter, mention- 
ing $50,000 although $100,000 was 
demanded by the kidnapers. When 
that was printed the plotters sus- 
pected one of their own number 
was double-crossing them. Jerry 
himself told me the kidnapers dis- 
cussed this letter. They were wor- 
ried and finally they told him 
‘there is too much heat in this case.’ 
I think that letter led to his re- 
lease.” 

Throughout the long investigation 
Factor expressed a desire to deal 
with the kidnapers himself, rather 
than have the police attempt. to 
solve the case. He left his suite in 
the Morrison Hotel early last night 
on a secret trip which gave rise to 
the opinion that he made arrange- 
ments for his son’s release.. It was 
not until about 2 a. m., however, 
that young Factor appeared at the 
apartment of his mother, Mrs. Leon- 
ard Marcus, John Factor’s former 
wife. 

As near as the boy could tell, 
Gilbert said, he was driven by the 
kidnapers to a point in the city 
unfamiliar to him and released. Af- 
ter walking several blocks, he said, 
he hailed a taxicab and told the 
driver to take him to his mother’s 
home. , 

Boy’s Stary of Seizure, 

Jerome said the room in which 
his abductors kept him “looked a lot 
like a coffin.” Aside from that, 
he added, the experience “wasn’t so 
bad.” , : 

“I got anything I asked for,” 
he said. “They brought me maga- 
zines and newspapers, and I spent:

Nothing to Be Done Mean- 
time—London Discounts 
Talk of U. S. Attempt to 
Put on Pressure.

PARIS, April 21.—A Government 
spokesman said today France was 
determined to maintain the gold 
standard and fight American dol- 
lars by raising tariffs. Both the 
Government and Bank of France, 
he said, were “undisturbed” and 
consider the franc absolutely solid. 

The whole problem, including the 
changed aspect of the Washington 
conversations between President 
Roosevelt and former Premier Her- 
riot,, will be considered at a Cabi- 
net meeting tomorrow. 

Although Government sources as- 
serted the gold standard would be 
maintained, Leon Chavenon, direc- 
tor of the leading afternoon finan- 
cial paper, L’Information, declared 
that the French might become in- 
volved. If France’s determination 


to maintain gold “does not bring 
good results it will be necessary, 
according to the circumstances, for 
France to maneuver in her turn,” 
he wrote. 

Meantime. Georges Bonnet, Min- 
ister of Finance, talked with Clem- 
ent Moret, governor of the Bank of 
France, then consulted with Pre- 
mier Daladier. It was agreed that 
it was unlikely that anything would 
be done, particularly about tariff 
increases, until after the conversa- 
tions in Washington. 

The French resolve to remain on 
the gold standard is based on tre- 
mendous reserves and the belief 
that gold will continue to flow to 
France. Exchange experts, how- 
ever, comment that the Bank of 
England has taken 4,000,000,000 
francs from France since Jan. 1 
and is continuing to buy. 

Bank of France offictals said to- 
day that the French franc was not 
in any danger and that there is no 
necessity for any protective mone- 
tary measures. 

A recent declaration by the Gov- 
ernment was that it was inevitable 
that France would drop the gold 
standard if the United States should 
do so. 

American business men here 
feared that the French Government, 
rathe: than abandon the gold basis, 
will seek to compensate for the 
doliar’s decline by applying. an ex- 
change surtax. This action was 
taken by France against British 
and Japanese imports when those 
exchanges dropped. The Finance 
Ministry has refused to discuss this 
possibility. 


London Optimistic; General Reac- 


tion to U. S. Move Is Favorable. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 21.—A belief that 
President Roosevelt, in abandoning 
the gold standsrd, sought to put 
pressure on Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald was disparaged today in in- 
formed quarters. The Daily Tele- 
graph said it was unlikely that 
Roosevelt was latinching a mone 
tary war to gain a bargaining po- 
sition in the world economic con- 
ference. 

The Daily Mail dectared the Pres- 
ident “was attempting a world cure 
for a world problem.” It visualized 
a return to a new gold standard 
by all nations at a much lowér level 
than present. 

The Herald said the “President’s 
move was a wise one” and “the 
need for inflation is urgent, but it 
must be a world inflation.” 

The Times said “thé divorce of 
the dollar from the gold standard 
may yet prove a blessing.” 

Although the Government was 
being importuned today to main- 
tain the ratio between the pound 
and the dollar which éxisted be- 
fore the United States abandoned 
gold, there was no indication of 
any official move to meet this dé- 
mand. 

A highly articulate section of the 
press held it was necessary that 
Britain retain the advantages that 
have accrued to her through the 
depreciated pound. 

“The British Government must 
see that the pound moves cor 
respondingly away from the dol- 
lar,” an editorial as the Daily Bx- 
préss said.

DEPORTED BRITONS 
CROSS RUSSIAN BORDER 


One Taking Wife, Native of 
Country She Is Leaving, 
Back to England. 


By the Asseciated Press. 

STOLPCE, Poland, April 21.— 
Smiling happily at the realization 
that they no longer were in Russia, 
the British engineers expelled by 
the Soviet Government after they 
had been convicted of sabotage and 
espionage arrived here today from 
Moscow. They refused to talk about 
their experiences in Russia. The 
party left for Warsaw. 


Five Men and Woman in Party 
Leaving Russia. 
MOSCOW, U. 8. S. R., April 21. 
—A party of five British men, three 
of them banished from this coun- 
try, and the Russian wife of one, 
crossed the border into Poland 

today by train. 

The woman in the party, Mrs. C. 
H. Nordwall, presumably will never 
see her native land again. 

Nordwall, Allan Monkhouse and 
John Cushny are the trio of British 
engineers ordered to stay out of 
Russia as a result of their convic- 
tion on charges of espionage, sa- 
botage and bribery by a Soviet Su- 
preme Court. 

The others are Albert W. Greg- 
ory, who was acquitted in the same 
trial, and Robert Turner, a British 
lawyer, who was not allowed to 
represent them in court but ob- 
served the proceedings. Appointed 
Russian lawyers represented them. 

When the men boarded the ex- 
press train last night they were so 
wary after being tried for bribery 
that they gave porters tips of only 
50 kopecks, which is the legal limit 
for porters. The latter usually con- 
sider this inadequate, however. 

“I can’t risk more than that,” 
said Monkhouse, who was director 
in Russia of the Metropolitan- 
Vickers engineering staff to which 
the men belonged. 

They left behind them two asso- 
ciates, L. C. Thornton and William 
MacDonald, who were convicted 
and sentenced to three and two- 
year prison terms, respectively. The 
departing engineers saw the pair 
for the last time when they wére 
taken off to prison at the conelu- 
sion of the trial early Wednesday 
morning. An appeal for commuta- 
tion of their sentences to déporta- 
tion is before Soviet authorities. 


LONDON,’ April 21—The Natior- 
al Council representing the. prin- 
cipal labor organizations of Great 
Britain has appealed directly to 
Soviet Russia to release thé two 
Britons imprisonéd in Moscow for 
sabotage and espionage. 

The: council simultaneously pro- 
tested against the projectéd em- 
bargo on Soviet imports which the 
British Government proclaimed be- 
cause the British Government is 
convinced the trial and conviction 
of the Britons was “a frame-up.”

“It's amusing to think of a girl 
in white evening dress and _high- 
heeled shoes flying a plane,” said 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 

The President's wife got her first 
taste of high life from a control 
cabin by sitting up there with Pilot 
E. H. Parker almost all the way 
from Baltimore to Washington. 
“It was like being on top of the 
world,” she exclaimed. 

The cloud ceiling which had been 
low during the early evening, even 
spluttering rain, and which had 
displayed just one star a few min- 
utes before the White House party 
arrived at the airport, cleared in 
20 minutes and gave the flyers an 
ideal view of what. Mrs. Roosevelt 
called “Fairyland.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, evening-cloaked 
in brocaded black and gold, was 
accompanied by her brother, Hall 
Roosevelt. Amelia Earhart, in long- 
lined. gown of white with short 
black coat, was accompanied by 
her husband, George Palmer Put- 
nam. 

The field was just one gigantic 
mud-puddle, lavishly streaked with 
water that hadn't soaked in. 
Miss Earhart turned out all the

ADOPTED. BY LAND BANKS 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—A pol- 
icy of leniency: under which foreclo- 
sure proceedings will be instituted 
only when every other means of pre- 
venting loss has been exhausted, has 
‘been adopted by the Federal Land 
Banks. 

The Farm Loan: Board announced 
today that foreclosure proceedings 
as of March 31 were begun in only 
1.8 per cent of cases where farmer- 
borrowers had failed to meet their 
obligations. 

“Where the farmer plays square, 


the banks are showing all possible 
patience,” a representative of the 
board said. “If the farmer, after 
meeting his living expenses, applies 
everything he can under present- 
day limited farm incomes to his 
taxes and in the form of a part pay- 
ment of his loan, foreclosure is not 
considered. 

“Practically every case where 
foreclosure proceedings are begun 
repregcents instances. where the 
farm has been abandoned or the 
farmer-borrower has decided he will 
make no further attempt to pay 
taxes or his indebtedness. Foreclo- 
sure in cases of that type are neces- 
sary to clear the title to the land 
preliminary to its resale.”

Seized With Brother and Step- 
father on Way to Meet- - 
ing of Local.

tending to drive to Musicians’ Hall, 
3535 Pine boulevard, for a meeting 
of the Local 562, to which Daly 
and John Burke also belong. At 
Palm street and Cora avenue 
Burke’s car was crowded to the 
curb by a large sedan occupied by 
four men. 

Two of the men, holding their 
hands in topcoat pockets, as if con- 
cealing weapons, got into the Burke 
car, one taking the steering wheel. 
The sedan followed on the drive, 
which lasted about an hour. Burke 
said he asked the captors what 
their purpose was, and was told 
“you will find out.” One captor 
added, “we are taking you up here 
to see if a farmer, who was nearly 
beaten to death the other night, can 
identify you.” 

On reaching the Columbia Bot- 
toms road both machines turned 
into a lane leading to a farm 
house and halted. One of the 
men in the second car, wearing a 
mask and carrying a baseball bat, 
came up and, with the two men 
who had entered the Burke ma- 
chine, ordered the prisoners to walk 
toward the farm house. 

James Burke broke away and ran 
through a woods to a field. John 
Burke and Daly turned on their 
captors and, following a brief ex- 
change of blows, also got away. The 
captors drove away in both ma- 
chines, the Burke car being found 
later on Destrehan road with the 
ignition system damaged. The

Pineapple Refrigerator Cake. 

If she wants to give the family a 

treat for dessert on her 
baseball day, let her prepare the 
following recipe in the morning: 

Soak together about five min- 
utes; | 

Two level tablespoonfuls gelatin 
and one-half cup cold water. 

Mix together: Two and one-half 
cups canned crushed pineapple, 
one-quarter teaspoonful salt, one- 
half ¢up sugar and one tablespoon- 
ful lemon juice. 

Dissolve gelatin over boiling wa- 
ter and add to the above mixture. 
Cool and when mixture begins to 
thicken fold in: One and one-half 
eups cream, whipped. 

Line pan with sponge cake and 
cover with cream mixture. Alter- 
nate cake ard cream mixture until 
pan is filled. 


YEAST DOUGHNUTS 


One -yeast cake. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One ahd one-fourth cups’ milk. 

About four and one-half cupé 
flour. , 

One-fourth cup shortening. 

One-fourth teaspoon ground mace 
or grated nutmeg. 

One egg. 

One teaspoon salt. 

‘Cream yeast with one teaspoon 
of sugar. Add milk (scalded and 
cooled), also oné and one-half cups 
flour. Beat well, cover and set 
aside in warm place to rise for 
about one hour. Cream shortening 
and remaining sugar togethér, add 
mace or nutmeg and beaten egg. 
Combine with first mixture, adding 
remaining flour sifted with salt. 

Knead for three minutes, cover 
and again allow dough to risé un- 
til doubled in bulk—about one and 
one-half hours. Turn onto floured 
board, roll about oné-third inch 
thick, cut with doughnut. cutter, 
cover and let rise again until light 
—about three-quarters of an hour, 
then cook in hot fat, drain and 
sprinkle with powdered sugar. 


BAKED ALASKA 


Firm ice cream must be. used; 
the layer of cake under the cream 
and the thick meringué covering 
it act as insulators and make:it 
possible to brown the meringue in 
a warm oven without melting the 
cream. Make or buy a sponge cake 
about wo inches thick. Place the 
cake on a bread board. Beat the 
whites of four eggs stiff enough to 
hold their shape and fold in gradu- 
ally two-thirds cup powdered sugar. 
Beat again for a minute or two. 

Place a quart brick of any pre- 
ferred ice cream on the cake which 
Should be large enough to extend 
at least half an inch on all sides 
around the cream.

Three medium-sized potatoes. 

One small onion.

T 100 practice of giving a child 


food between meals because he 

does not eat enough at the table 
to keep him properly nourished is 
an extremely bad one. 

Until a child has established 
good eating habits, until he has 
learned to eat promptly the meals 
that are set before him, it is best 
that he should not be allowed to 
eat between meals at all. 

Once good Habits are established, 
however, it is a good plan to ex- 
periment with a mid-morning and 
mid-afternoon lunch.
